REMARKS 

1. The Examiner's comments regarding the Examination of the Claims is 
acknowledged. Ejection tabs 74 (FIGS. 5, 6) and 86 (FIGS. 8, 9) are similar structures 
found in each embodiment. 

2. Numeral "47" has been cancelled and replaced with - -56- - in line 13 of page 7. 
Numeral "55" is maintained to be consistent with the use of numerals 56, 55 in line 4 of 
page 7. 

3. A proposed drawing change is being sent herewith that includes numeral "53" in 
FIGS. 3 and 4. 

4. With respect to the 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph objection, Claim 1 has been 
amended to change "a firing chamber" to read "such firing chamber". It is not the intention 
of the applicant to positively claim the firing chamber in Claim 1 (currently amended). 

With respect to the other objections given in paragraph 4, all of the referenced 
claims have been amended to correct the language thereof and render it definite under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. By using the term "such", it is not the intention of applicant 
to positively claim any of the firearm apparatus. 

5-6. Claims 1 and 21, as currently amended, recite a "unitary" magazine block and "an 
integral" lower and upper portion. Arreguin '498 discloses at least a two-piece magazine 
block that may even require a third interlocking piece, and accordingly Claims 1 and 21 
(both currently amended) are not anticipated by Arreguin '498. Certainly none of the art 
even remotely suggests applicant's block solely attachable to a magazine. 

Claim 12 (currently amended) recites "integral" opposed shoulders not disclosed by 
Arreguin '498. In addition, Claim 12 (currently amended) depends on Claim 1 (currently 
amended) and is clearly not anticipated by the reference cited. 

7-8. Claim 14 is not obvious in light of Arreguin '498 in view of either Rassias or Badoni 
because it depends on Claim 1 (currently amended). It is believed evident that even if the 
secondary references would teach the different material in Arreguin, this would not render 
applicant's claimed invention obvious. 

9-10. Claims 2-11, 13, 15-20, 22-25 and 26-32 are now believed to be patentable as are 
the other Claims 1 , 12, 14 and 21 . 
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11-12. Applicant's undersigned attorney respectfully requests a telephone interview prior 
to any final action on the merits, to further clarify any remaining issue, or to consider 
possible changes to language the Examiner may suggest.
